$10.95, and race through the check-out 
stand, plunking down only 8.99. Sweet 
deal, ch man? Sure, but darn, the dis- 
Count house doesnt carry gears, or 
wheels, or tires, or any of the other 
little” items like some helpful advice on 
tuning. 

But why should you care, right? You 
saved $2 on the transaction, and money 
is money, So you do this a time or two, 
and you tell your friends 
keen deals at the discount 
they all buy there. After all, that race- 
way dealer has a lot of nerve, wanting 
that much money for his stuff, right? 

But suppose one evening you and your 
friends barrel up to the raceway and 
bump your nose on the door! The sign 
on the glass tells the story — CLOSED 一 
GONE OUT OF BUSINESS! 

How could that be, you say! We gave. 
good of Charlie a lot of business! Why, 
ме used to buy all of our glue from him, 
to put our discount store specials to- 


gether! Now where the heck are we 
going to race? 

That's your problem, buster! You got 
into this fix yourself! If you dont pa- 
tronize your dealer, you can't expect hi 
to stay open and lose money every 
month, just so you ard your friends have 
а place to race! Maybe he'd like to, but 
he's gotta eat! 

If you want to we the sun shining 
every morning, you have to wake up in 
time amigos! Now is the time to wake 
up to the facts of life. The dealer's 
problems are your problems too, 

Slot racing has a problem elsewhere, 
too, About à month ago I blew my point- 
ed head about the death-watch beetles 
who are always screaming that the sky 
is falling, and that slot racing is doomed. 
‘And then there was that problem about 
NY. City! There are mis-guided citizens 
there with a case of the "witch hunts” 
the likes of which you can't believe! 
When a business man attempted to open 
а new raceway center in the East Flat-

think your best bet is Mono- 
gram's Little "T" kit. It has just 
about everything you are looking 
for in one kit, The kit has a very 
nice chromed tubular front axle 
with working steering and very well 
detailed backing plates. It also has 
a chromed quick-change rear end 
with а chrome Model A rear spring. 
The rear backing plates have radius 
rods cast to them. The radius rod 
will work; except the bracket that 
fits to the frome will have to be 
cut apart. Cut this apart leaving 
both the radius rod and the bracket 
intact. Set the rear end into place 
and mark the location for the brack- 
et, then it can be glued to the frame 
rails. 

It is difficult to advise you on 
the headlights as you didn’t state 
whether you are building it fender- 
less or not. If you plan to keep the 
fenders you could use the stock 
light bar, cutting off the stock light 
unite and replacing them with the 
smaller hot rod units in the Model 
A kit. These should be cut off the 
mounting brackets and glued to the 
light bar, You might like to cut the 
license plate frame from the light 
bar. If your rod ta to be fenderlenn, 
you can use either those in the "T^ 
kit or the “A” kit, For the chrome 
wheels I suggest the “T” wheels 
and tires, These will work much 
easier than having to rework some 
from other kits, If you like mag 
wheels, you ean pick up a set from 
Monogram's Lit’ Coffin kit. A suit- 
able engine for the car is а Chevy. 


1 know the Model А kit has а Chevy. 
engine, but I suggest using the 
engine from the “T” kit. The en- 
gine is а little better detailed and 
the accessories are better for your 
purpose. Also, you get the 6 carb 
det wp with this engine. It will not 
be at all difficult to make up tome 
small motor mounts from serap 
plastic, 

1 hope this helps in the construc- 
tion of your rod. I stayed with 
Monogram kits because the differ- 
ent parts will interchange much 
better than trying to rework an- 
other manufacturer's components.

AMT'S NEW “DODGE FOR TOMORROW'S GARAGE"

any car show floor. The "A" Brothers 
have spent a great deal of ti 

certain this truck is "way out 
out” it is, It's hard to believe this started 
life as а stock Dodge A-100 compact 
truck. This beauty is definitely a show 
winner and should bring its builders а 
great many top show trophies. 

Speaking of trophies . . . you should 
be able to bring home your share when 
your model is finished. TII show you a 
flew things that can be added to make a 
‘good kit even better. А little of your time 
spent in detailing can manke it look like 
a perfect small size version of the real 
hauler. 

There is one place, the rear pan, that 
needs reworking. By cutting this unit into 
two parts, the upper portion can be fit- 
ted into place before the body is paint 
ed, making for a much neater job, This 
will allow the frame to be fitted into 
place and then the other half glued їп. 

‘The model was painted with AMT 
‘Aztec Gold Metalflake and the interior 
is flat black. The seats and side panels 
"were rubbed with a cloth to give more 
loss. 

This truck went right along with the 
newest trend of using woodgrain in the 
interior, A piece of wood is fitted to the 
center portion of the interior above he 
engine compartment, И also has wood 
fitted to the bed cover and the rear 
grille, Candy Red paint is applied to the 
flat portion of the rear grille. This sec- 
just above the flat panel that 
tapers in from the bottom edge.

Tires can make a difference 


THE LATEST WORD FROM THE TRACTION FACTION 


BY CHRIS CHAN 


The right racing tire could easily be 
the barrier between your car and the 
winners circle, Superconcentric, well. 
balanced, smooth-gripping racing rubber 
оп the stockest stock motor could out 
handle the swiftest of the rewinds, if the 
local motor magician chose the wrong 
traction set-up, 

Track surfaces, which vary from the 
slickes, un-painted, masonite to gravel- 
impregnated particle board, make severe. 
ly different demands on the tires you use. 
Because very often both home and com. 
mercial layouts change from area to 
area, зо do the tires Assuming that 
changing tires would be considerably 
simpler and cheaper than resurfacing the 
whole track, this is where the first con- 
ditions arrive. 

Tire compounds run into other varying 
conditions in layout configuration, If a 
certain set of straights and turns requires 
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ап ultra-low gear ratio then often tire 
size is affected. Here arises the problem 
of the tire that functions best at small 
sizes, unable to clear the crown or spur 
gear, 

Four major categories exist in the tire 
industry, each broken down into several 
types. First off are the natural and me- 
chanical rubber tires. Far and away the 
best detailed of the lot, the mechanical 
rubber tires are the route to go for the 
concourse fiend. The 1:32 scale addicts 
usually have the best luck with these 
tires, on plastic home sets. Mechanical 
rubber is harder than all except the 
silicone material and is extremely long 
wearing. For use as rear tires, tread pat- 
terns give the best results, In 1:24 scale, 
the most popular place for the mechani- 
cal tire is on the front end, Here the 
most likely choice is a 1:32 scale tire on 
а 1:24 scale rim for the lowest possible 
©. and front coefficient of friction. The 
mechanicals are found in virtually every. 


size and shape with detail designations 
‘of Dunlop, Goodyear, Firestone, and the 
‘manufacturers in some cases. 

The German formula tires probably 
enjoyed the most widespread popularity. 
Its also know as the "Sponpie". The 
original was Record Elasik, intended for 
use in the model airplane landing gear 
department, The major tire and slot car 
makers all eventually had the German 
lire on the assembly line. Ranging from 
hardest-hard to softest-soft in consistency, 
the sponge tire is one of the most versa- 
tile. The spongie is at its best on «li 
coarse surfaces and has adequate 
on all but the slickest of tracks. If you 
go with the dragster boys, Germans are 
the thing to get your power io the 
ground. Although a few manufacturers 
put sidewall detail on the German, most 
are completely blank and look little 

~ Wear quality varies with. 
ion, increasing. from soft to 
dard. Traction is of course the opposite, 
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increasing conversely. Tire goops and 
wintergreen oil can be added on for even 
better bite. 

Shifting now from the world of reality 
to the field of slot-car-tires-for-slot-car- 
racing we find the other two clases of 
the traction faction. Here we have the 
softest and the hardest, all the colors of 
the rainbow, glossy tires, Twinkies and 
Candies, and high prices. Silicones and 
aft sponge are the most recent ad- 
ditions to the slot car industry.

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GAS POWER 
GOES IN 1/24TH SCALE 


BY GEORGE SIPOSS 


...Für The Fastest Scene In Commercial Racing! 


И must be pretty obvious to you 
people out there that Tm thoroughly 
hooked on gas powered slot racing. The 
sound and smell of these miniature fuel 
burners just send shivers up my speed- 
craving spine. Up to now, however, the 
cars were in 1/12 or 1/20 scale and they 
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were honestly а bit big (although a lot 
of fans liked them that way). There was 
опе other drawback as well; while one 
could control the speed of the cars, it 
was pretty difficult to start from an 
idling position. 

‘The thought occurred to me that given 


a small enough engine it should be pos- 
sible to build a 1/24 scale slot racer with 
а clutch to permit operation just like 
electric slot racers The result of this 
project is described in this article. Even 
а relatively inexperienced hobbyist should 
be able to complete the project without 
much trouble. 

The basic principle is simple. The 
020 cubic inch Cox engine has been fit- 
ted with а “flywheel” which has a small 
shaft extending from it. The engine is 
mounted on a hinge. An electromagnet 
isolenoid) has ап arm connecting the 
plunger to the engine mounting bracket. 
When the magnet is energized the short 
shaft rubs against the rear wheel of the 
car to supply motive power. When the 
solenoid is not energized there is no 
motive power and the car slows down 
through the engine keeps running. Elec- 
trie power is supplied from the regular 
slot power tapes via a conventional pick- 
up flag. Power is controlled by a slot 
racing hand controller in the convention- 
al manner, So there it is, now on with the 
show! 

Carefully cut out the brass chassis 
components using a fine tooth hacksaw. 
Hold the saw at an angle to the plate so 
that several teeth make contact at any 
time, Drill holes for the axles and pickup 
only, the other holes will have to be 
made after the wheelbase is properly 
determined by the body you intend to 
use. Insert brass tubes into the axle holes 
and solder them in place while an axle 
holds them in alignment. 

‘The motor bracket is cut out, bent to 
shape and soldered, Fasten it to а brass 
Маре which has at least five hooks to 
ensure that it will rotate freely without 
coming out of line. Mount the motor on 
ihe bracket using four #2-56 screws, 
lockwashers and locknuts. 

Now let us make the flywheel. I hope 
that you are fortunate enough to have а 
"Unimat" lathe which will make it easy 
to turn out this part. Lacking that, take 
the detailed plans to a nearby machine 
shop where they can probably work it up 
for a reasonable price, 

Before mounting the flywheel I recom- 
mend making the brass plate fan; cut 
radial slots in a 900 diameter brass dise 
and bend a corner of each section as 
shown in the pictures. Mount this fan 
between the flywheel and the engine. 
Slide a piece of rubber hose on the short 
flywheel shaft; tie some string on it and 
epoxy to secure it against а high speed 
failure, Now hold the engine-bracket- 
hinge assembly against the chassis and 
press the drive shaft against the rear 
tire. Mark the position of the hinge on 
the chassis and drill two 3/32" diameter 
holes through them. Fasten the hinge 
to the chassis making sure that the weight 
of the engine hinges the assembly out of 
‘engagement.

Im wild about Mustangs . . . just as 
are millions of other Hoss fans across 
the US. of A, who have made it the 
the most popular car on the highways 
today. It's no question that the famous 
profile has won a flock of friends. How- 
ever, Ive often found myself wondering 
about the different designs and ideas 
that could be derived from the stallion. 
Many modifications and designs can be 
‘brought forth from the Mustang; and 
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many went galloping through the can- 
yons of my custom-conscious cranium 
before I came up with a rather simple 
but very effective design . . . specifically, 
the “PanclTang,” a Mustang surfer or 
paneled hauler. 

То build it, first let's latch on to the 
AMT Mustang kit . . . either coupe or 
fastback version. We'll leave the front 
end completely stock and concentrate 
only on the rear for rework purposes. 
‘After all, we want to get that Mustang 
feeling, and changing the front would 
only ruin eur line of thought, 


In our project, we'll use the fastback 
version, and as shown in the photos will 
cut away the rear roof section (using 
ther a saw or an “Auto Cutter”). This 
Will give us a basis with which to start 
our hauler. 

Before we go any further, le's cut 
cardboard pattems for the new top, 
sides, and rear panel door (trim and 
fit for best appearance) After you're 
satisfied with the ie the patterns 
onto sheet plastic and cut ош. Cement 
ihe top and sides into place and fill all 
points with putty. Let this dry for a few 
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days to allow for putty shrinkage; then 
apply more putty. Sand, sand, and wet 
sand. Now the Panel-Tang should be 
taking shape. 

Find a set of hinges from one of the 
many kits with working doors (or order 
them from Auto World), Attach the rear 


door panel, hinged from the top, You 
cam cut any type window for the door 
Now select the custom T-Bird taillight 
unit that is included in the Mustang kit 
amd mount in place. Looks sharp 

‘The original interior can be used, but 
will have to be modified. You can get an 
idea how to do this from the photos. Cut 
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‘out the rear seat section, Then cut some 
sheet plastic with which to build a panel 
truck bed, and cement into place behind 
the front seats. Sand this smooth and 
cover with your favorite upholstery 
material. We used black leather, The 
seats, dash, and interior door panels are 
painted yellow and touched and trimmed 
with more black leather. 

Well leave the finishing touches up 
fo you, such as color, engine, etc. But 
we'll fill you in briefly on the way we 
finished ours.

builders across the nation. Out of this 
veritable sea of maser modelers, Ward, 
Опар, and 17 others had been chosen 


for top awards at the finals held in 
Warren. 

Back in our June issue, we picked Ward 
as the man to beat this year. А lot of 
guys tried, but he'd been up against some 
Tough competition before and finally 
made it all the way to the top.

No son, all slot racing motors aren't 
made by Mabuchi. Yes, there are fast 
cars made in states other than Californi 
No, there really ir a place called New 
Jersey in the United States, and yes that 
is where this company called Atlas is 
located. No, I don't think ГЇЇ ever go 
back there to visit their plant because 
it gets cold and actually snows there in 
the winter time! Oh, you don't know 
what snow is, you poor California native! 
Well you're not missing а thing! 

‘Anyway, yes Virginia, this company 
called Atlas actually has produced two 
cars in 1/24 scale that I think are pretty 
good, and yes, 1 will tell you all about 
them. (Somebody come and take this in- 
quisitive kid away!) 

1/24 scale! From Atlas? Those Н.О. 
people? Well, why not, they started 
making 1/32 scale a short while back, 
didn’t they? And man, everybody knows 
how good they turned out! So why not 
а 1/24 car or two? 

Indeed, why лог a 1/24 car or two? 
They sure look good to me! Hmmm, a 
Lola T-70 and a Ferrari 330/P2. Nice 
looking bodies. They're injection jobs, 
but pretty heavy. But man, look at that 
motor! Atlas calls it an AT-406 6 volter, 
and it has ball bearings inside! That's 
а rare bit, you have to admit. It's an 
inline too, which is rare also, in this day 
of the “can” 

Both kits come with machine cut 
brass bevel gears, a quality set too, with 
Set screw positioning. Once you get those 
things adjusted, they'll run forever. 

The pickup is a non-swinger, which 
hurts а bit on some of the "hilly" com. 
mercial tracks, but the shoe is а good 


The bevels will tickle any mechanically 

minded enthusiast. Set these u 
correctly, and they'll weer nearly 
forever, without wearing out. And 
they're efficient! 


one, needing no screws to secure the 
pickup brushes with. 

The motor-chassis unit reminds you 
of the old Pittman 195 motor-frame 
units that were so popular а few years 
ago. This is really a good way to go, as 
you eliminate the weight of a big con- 
ventional frame, The rear of the motor 
carries a built in axle bracket. Although 
very fine oilites are used front and rear, 
the holes will accept Atlas No. 1570-7B 
ball bearings, which go for $2.25 а pair. 

You haven't lived until you see this 
ripper jump out of а comer! With а 4:1 
gear ratio and torque on tap like this

The instruction sheet is а model of 
simplicity, and it gives you some vital 
information about the real car which 
makes it easy for the tech-inspectors to 
do their job. No need to leaf back 
through old issues of Road & Track 
to check out wheelbase, tread, etc. Why
